
said tubular set, said blood flows through the flow path back to the patient. 

36. The method of claim 34 in which said method follows a priming step 
in which the patient connector and the second connector are connected together to 
form a closed loop of tubing, priming solution is passed from a solution source 
through said first branch tube, the second connector, and the patient connector, to 
fill the set tubing with said solution, followed by disconnecting the patient 
connector, and subsequent connection of the patient connector with the vascular 
system of a patient. 

37. The method of claim 34 in which each of said connectors has a 
minimum flow-through bore diameter of at least about 2mm. ^
